LAWS OR POLITICS? 

The Juatlce department and the house un- 
Amerlcitn activities committee, pursuing 
thair parallel and antagonistic activities, 
have each announced that they will propose 
new and tighter espionage laws to the Incom- 
ing congress. Attorney General Clark'a state- 
ment ol the govemmenfa Intention, made at 
the end of a cabinet meeting, adds an Inter- 
esting side trip to the route of the famoua 
"red herring." 

Mr. Truman has dismissed not only the 
house committee's charges but also Its reve- 
lations aa a diversionary political tactic. But 
apparently he has considered similar revela- 
tions by the justice departmentr— including 
testimony by house committee members bc- 
tore a federal grand Jury — important enough 
to warrant a change In the espionage 
statutes. 

Well, perhaps we do need more airtight 
laws to deal with spying by foreign agents, it 
seiims doubtful, however, that a massive dose 
of new legislation will remedy all the short- 
comings In security revealed by tho Cham- 
bers-Hiss case. 

Maybe It will be necessary to relax the 
statute of limitations In prosecuting suspect- 
ed peacetime aples. Maybe it should be pos- 
sible to convict on less demonstrable evidence 
than is required now. President Truman has 
warned that It will be difficult to make these 
laws tougher without running Into the bill 
of rights. Yet the national security must be 
protected by every legitimate means. 

Before the new congress adds any new 
teeth to the espionage laws, we hope that Its 
members will try to give an honest onswcr 
to the questlontif how much tho present laws 
were at fault In the story revealed by Whit' 
taker Chamberg. and how much fault may be 
laid to nraif ferenco ond politics. 

Mr. Chambers held back altogether too 
much Information In his first accusations. 
Yet If even those Incomplete charges had 
been treated seriously ond acted on vigor 
ously at tho time he made tbem, ther& would 
have been no difficulty today with the statute 
of limitations. 

And what of the tragl-comlc sideshow that 
has been presented since Mr. Chambers' 
pumpkin field yielded a harvest of new evi- 
dence? Tho un-American activities commit- 
tee, as seems to be Its custom, has produced 
a lot more sensational charges than It has 
solid evidence. But there Is plenty of solid 
evidence, all the some. And the Justice de- 
partment Ignored It until the commltteo 
goaded It Into a somewhat surly action. 

Since then each group has seemed about 
as anxious to discredit the other as It has to 
get to the bottom ol what was clearly a dan- 
gerous laxity in state department operations. 
Maybe we do need new espionage laws. But 
, ctrtolnly we need a different application of 
' the present ones than has been displayed In 
the Chambers-Hiss case. We need an orderly 
' process of Inquiry and prosecution, Instead of 
two uncooperative Investigations going on at 
: the same time. 

A bipartisan policy has eliminated politics 
' Irom considerations of the country's security 
abroad. Why not have a similar policy In safe- 
' guarding that security at home? 




CITY MANAGER PLAN 
It Is too bad that all the people of Twin 
Polls could not have heard the talk which 
Charles Crabtres made before the Klwanls 
club Thursday noon. 

Crabtree, who was prominent In Twin 
Falls civic affairs before ho moved to Idaho 
Falls several years ago, pointed out the many 
advantages of the city manager form of 
municipal government. His reasoning was 
•both logical and convincing. 

"We have never thought of city govern- 
ment as a profession." he sold. In driving 
home his main contention. "But actually It Is 
a profession and the city leader should be a 
man skilled In his work. Election of admin- 
istrative officials la a great mistake. Admin- . 
Istratlve officials .should be appointed." 
'ii It Is easy to undcrst[ind why the admlnls- 
^ tratlon of the business affairs of a city the 
J sire of Twin Falls Is over the head of the 
C average city official who Li elected. Tliot Is 
■J no reflection on the individual, it Is merely 
p a fact that as a rule, under our present out- 
^1 modcd system, city officials have no par- 
3 tlcular training In city management. By the 
E; time they have gained some experience 
Jj'through their term In office they are replaced 
« by another administration ol "apprentices" 
3 or "amateurs," as Mr. Crabtree described 
t them. 

i' Not only that. That avcroge city official 
\ can devote only part of hls'tlme to the re- 
sponsibilities of municipal government. At 
[best, he Is only "a part-time executive trying 
to cope with a full-time Job. 
r It Is not necessary to go Into all the de- 
italla of how a highly trained city manager 
could give us greater efficiency In city gov- 
ernment at less expense. The reasons are ob- 
Tlous, and It's to the best Interest of Twin 
3UIs that all the people give the proposed 
change their seiions consideration. • 
.. The Klwanls club is to be commended for 
^ Jtlpport of <ucli a change.

It Is 
oho doubted whether tho slate"o financial condition, 
a matter which tho voters apparently overlooked 
on Nov. 3, can stand the strain of (SO.a-month pny 
mcnts to "feed, clothe, house and provide medical 
care" for the needy ngcd. 

California raised the old ago assistance benefit 
from too to S7B A monUi. and from SIS to US for the 
blind. These, payments have been running at about 
(57 and 103-10-73. respectively. 

Woshlnslon fixed $30 a month for ased and blind 
people requlrlntc slate help. Hero ogaln. Uiere Is 
doubt on how the |37.SOO,0Da cost will be handled. 

.BONUS— Veteran'* bonuses were authorized by six 
slates, but In Indiana nnd Minnesota the referenda 
were merely advisory. Four states authorlEcd bond 
I.MUca to finance the payments — Iowa. Loulslnna, 
SouUi Da koto and Wuhlngton. 

Five Btatca — Oregon, Missouri, Ncbroska. North 
Dakota ond Wisconsin— dcfeoled bonus proposals. Tlio 
reasons . for these setbacks, which woji also true In 
other tests for spending publlo money, were espec- 
ially significant as reflecting laxpoycrs' reaction 
against larger taps on their pocketboohs, 

•TJO"— In contrast to tlio four atot<3 approving a 
bonus, with financing to t>e provided by bond Is- 
sues, the live rejected plans carried provisions for 
a specific Increase In sales or property taxes tliat 
would be allocated for this purpose alone. 

In other words, when Iho voters could actually see 
and figure out tho money tliey would bo called upon 
to pay out for Uiese bonuses and other grants, they 
wrote "no" on the ballot or piilled a negatlvo lover 
on tho machine. 

But when future bond Issues were proposed, or 
when ihcy thought funds were already available, with- 
out any added demands on their purses, they okayed 
the scheme. 

Thus, If President Truman accompanies his request 
for social welfare expansion— homes, health, educa- 
tion etc.— with InsUlenee on higher corporate or per- 
sonal tncomo taxation, he may have a rebellious con- 
gress on his hand.i. That seems to be a logical con- 
clusion from the Nov. 3 state results. 

O It— America's requirements for oU and other key 
commodities lie behind our almost unprecedented 
diplomatic demands for prompt and peaceful settle- 
ments of LaUn -American, Palestine and Indonesian 
disputes. These arc three of tho world's richest oil- 
producing areas outside this country'. 

Paced with serious depletion of domestic rtien'es 
and lacking such strateglo materials as tin and 
natural rubber, the United States has quIeUy em- 
barked on ft policy of Importing a maximum amount 
of petroleum for peace time purposes. We have also 
been stockpiling other essential arUcles. 

Thus wo would have a sure and axfe supply at 
home If a war should block the sea lanes to remote 
sections of the world. Russia's concentration on con- 
al ruction of modern, far-ranging Schnorkel sub- 
morlnea tilves pertinent point to this conservation 
program. 

SECRET— With tho encouragement of the stato and 
national defense departments, American oil compan- 
ies have engaged In exploration of new Ileldi, esjicc- 
lally In the middle ea.-;t and South America. Their 
newfst operatloai In these regions are » hush-hush 
secret at Washington. 

These considerations alone explain our virtual 
demands on Itolland to reach a compromise with 
Indonesian rebels, and our Inslaunco that Latin- 
American statesmen exert pressure against promoters 
of successful or abortive coup* against going govern- 
ments. 

AOENTS— President Truman appreciates that the 
U. B. was never more favorably situated for making 
UiesB demands. Almost every nation outalde tho "Iron 
curtain" depends upon us for economic recovery and 
military protecUon, Ho tlilnka thai our special tn- 
teresU aro entitled lo consideration In return. 

Washington also has reaaon to suspect that Russian 
agents are largely rciporulblo for domestic unrest in 
these areas so vital to our peacetime and wi 
economy. Etalln rcallics that two world wors and our 
normal consumption of natural renourcea have forced 
us to rely on Imporla from these three distant trouble

One of the most 
persistent back 
door— and front door— visitors to 
tho White House hna beca GoL Louis 
Johnson, W. Va, Never tho bashful 
type, Johnson knowli what ha wonts 
and, according to kU reports here, 
ho Is leaving nothing untlone to 
get It. 

Ho wanla to bo secretary of na- 
tional defense In tho Truman od- 
mlnbtrntlon. The present secretary 
James Forrcstal. has been imdcr a 
barrage of criticism ever since the 
election. Forrcstal has been accused 
of disloyally to tho President, and. 
more Important, of having failed to 
pu.ih unification and bring about the 
economies Intended under tho uni- 
fication act. 

Johnson's ambition Is an extraor- 
dinary Illustration of persistence in 
pursuit of a desire. In IIOT Presi- 
dent Roosevelt named Johnson os- 
Blatant secretary of war under tho 
tlien secretary, Harry Woodrlng, 

Almost at once there began a 
rivalry between the two tliat became 
memorable In tlii.i capital of feuding 
und fussing. Woodrina's friends ac- 
cused Johnson of storting out Imme- 
diately lo undermine the secretary 
-Ith congress and the White House. 

The dlfferifnce was not one mere- 
ly of ambition and personal Jeal- 
ousy. It was also ideological. An lio- 
Ifltlonlal. Woodrlng apporcntly be- 
lieved that to rearm In tho face of 
a tlireat of world war was to invite 
Ho was entirely out of sym- 
pathy with Roosevelt's rearmament 
program. 

Johnson backed the program to 
tho limit. It finally becsjno neces- 
sary In June of 1010 to call for 
Woodrlng 's resignation. Johnson, 
who had been encouraged to believe 
ho might bo Woodrlng'a successor, 
al90 went out und elder statesman 
Henry L. Sllneon, a RcpubUcan, 
camo In lo direct the rapidly ac- 
celerating armo drive. 

That was a bitter plll for Johnson. 
\s compcnsnUon, perhaps, Roosc- 
.'clt sent him on a special mls.'Jon 
to India In 10<3. He wns to Iry to 
mediate for tho President the om- 
inous quarrel between the British 
and the leaders of Uie Indian Inde- 
pendence movement. In that critical 
year of the war, tho spilt Uireatened 
to have disastrous consequences. 

In India. JohiLion dl.^ptaycd all 
tho subtie tict of a bulldoEcr. His 
mission was not exactly successful 
and the opprevlvo climate of New 
Delhi laid him low. 

Hero at homo he lias repeatedly 
demonslriiled his rcsourccfulneca 
and ruthlcf.aness os a, polltlcol oper 
ator. Johnson camo of age In the 
rugged political scliool of tho Amer- 
ican Legion. In 1033 ho was elected 
national commander of the Legion. 



Johnson ba« * highly tuccnorul 
law practice in Charleston, W. Va_ 
New York and Washington. Be la » 
director of the Consolidated Vultce 
Aircraft corporation and president 
of the Oeneral Dyestuff ^corporation. 

Porreatal'a defenders argue tltat 
he must of necessity, in his pooltloo 
OS secretory of national defense, be 
nop -poll Ileal, Just as. Secretory of 
State Qeorge Morsball took no part 
In the political campaign. They In- 
sist that Johnson would carry poli- 
tics into the notional defense utup 
In this troubled, tnuultlonol atoge. 

Certainly Johnson has a claim on 
the President for o reward of some 
kind. In tho middle of the compolgn 
the Democrats were as near to be- 
ing flat broke oa o major poU Ileal 
party con be. There wu Just no 
money to pay for brosdcoata ond 
travel expenses. 

At least a dozen men bad been 
approached to head up o flnonco 
commltteo and oU had backed away 
from the assignment with varying 
degree of politeness.

Later, sometimes Into tho bitter winter, the ahocks 
were broken up and the ears husked out by hand. THo 
atatks, cut before frost to prcscp-c their nutrient 
•■ilue, Eer\'ed as slock feed. 

That tiroccdurc passed with Invention and adoption 
of the mechanical com picker, which ripe the eora 
from the standlnc stalks foster than many men could 
hmk the old way. Todayra com belt farmers could 
not begin to handle hts crop without tho picker, even 
though with It In the present Instance, he loses to 
mold and roL 

The spoiled com la a sncrlllce lo the mechanliatlon 
of fanning. So Is tho pleasant vlsto of rows of nhocka 
In Uie Held, brightened by golden pumpkins, which 
Is lo be seen nowadaj-s only In holiday art or on 
calendars. Pumpkins no loneer grow on com fields. 
The vines foul the pickers.— Detroit News.

Cooking Class 
Develops New 
Potato Dishes 



UNIVERSITY OP IDAHO. Mos- 
cow. Dec. 31 — Toas a potato— 
especially on Idaho potato— at the 
odronced cooking class of the Dnt- 
ventlty of Idaho home economics 
department, apd the closs will come 
up with a tasty new recipe. This was 
revealed today In a report by Adah 
Lewis, who teaches the class and 
tins stressed tho varied possibilities 
ot Idaho's lamed tubers to hun- 
dfrdn of students. 

Ttie clasl Is not content with 
merely trying. bol)Inff and baking 
potatoes. Recipes coming out ot the 
class In recent years cover the 
making of such mouth-watering 
delicacies as chocolate potato cake, 
ma3l)c<l potato rolls, hambergcr with 
mashed potolo nnd ess potato roll. 

"Our new potato recipes have been 
thoroughly tested In the home 
economics kitchen, and adequately 
sampled by o largo number of col- 
lege students." nald Mlso Lewis. "Wo 
are eager to ohore them with any 
housewife who wants to add to her 
eoUecilon a new way to use pota- 
toes— particularly U they are Idaho 
potatoes. 

"Many persons enjoy tho potato 
OS an Incidental food, but hcsltoto 
to use It extensively because ot its 
reputation ns a totlcner. An aver- 
age potato yields about 100 calories. 
So doe.i a large apple, a bannno. i 
thick slice of bread, an Inch Bec< 
tlon of mince pie, or two table 
ajKJons of sugar." 

She added tlint Ihe potato, In ad. 
dltlon to Its fltorch content, con- 
tains iron, vitamins D and C, some 
sugar nnd a fair quality of protein. 
In Imprcnslng upon her students the 
excellent food vnUies ot the potato, 
MLis Lewis has the backing of the 
home economics re.nearch section of 
tho agricultural experhnent station. 
Tills department was one of the 
first research units In tlie nation to 
explore the vitamin values of the 
Ru.iaet potato, portlcularly its vlto- 
mhi C content.
